DETAILED ACTION 

. Specification 

1 . The substitute specification filed 1 3 MAY 2004 has not been entered because it 
does not conform to 37 CFR 1 .125(b) and (c) because it did not conform to the letter 
mailed 13 MAY 2004. Specifically, a separate page for the claims was requested and 
not received. The specification needs to be submitted in three parts: (1) a single page 
abstract. (2) the main body of the specification which includes the background, brief 
description, etc. The main body may be a single page or more. (3) claims commencing 
on a separate page. The claims may be a single sheet or more as well. Please see the 
detailed list below for further explanation. 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet. The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Heine. 

6. Heine discloses the invention as claimed in FIGS 1 and 2 where: 10 is a 
substrate with a raised surface 14; a two-toned pattern [indicia (tone one) on the raised 
surface (tone two)] roughly defines a center line; and spring 16 is a tab with a radius as 
claimed. The device will inherently perform the function as claimed when used to 
compare mitered surfaces.
